Around 40 children 
had to be evacuated 
from one of Peyton 
Travel’s buses on 
October 10, when 
smoke started com¬ 
ing from the vehicle. 
Minutes later, flames 
were seen. It comes 
after Peyton Travel 
had 25 of its vehicles 
taken off the road, 
from August 23 until 
September 2, following 
a public inquiry by the 
Traffic Commissioner 
for Wales. 

The penalty was 
imposed after it emerged 
that one of the company 
directors made a false 
statement two years 
ago, at a previous public 
inquiry, when she failed 
to declare she held two 
different bus operators 
licences at the same 
time. 

The first public 
inquiry had been held 
when the Driver and 
Vehicle Standards 


Agency (DVSA) did 
routine spot checks on 
vehicles at a school in 
2016 and found one 
of the Peyton Travel 
vehicles didn’t have an 
MoT. 

The discovery trig¬ 
gered a full investiga¬ 
tion on the company’s 
fleet which found a 
number of issues to do 
with maintenance. As a 
result the firm lost its 
contract to provide local 
authority school bus 
services in Bridgend in 
2017. 

The bus service 
which got into trouble 
last week was privately 
arranged, carrying 
mainly children who 
live too far from 
Brynteg Comprehensive 
School to qualify for 
free transport. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council has 
confirmed it continues 
to use the company for 
school transport when 


it comes to mini-buses, 
taxis and accessible 
vehicles. 

While Peyton Travel 
had its operator’s 
licence revoked in April 
2017 it was able to 
apply for, and obtain, 
a fresh licence in the 
same month, having 
agreed to audits and full 
fleet inspections every 
six and 12 months. 

The commissioner’s 
office said the hearing 
had taken place in 
March 2017 but there 
was a delay to the 
licence being revoked 
due to school contracts 
being in place. 

Two months ago the 
company was again 
in front of the com¬ 
missioner at Cardiff 
Magistrates Court.

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Council scraps sports ground 
subsidies so clubs face a 
massive hike in annual costs 


SPORTS clubs in Bridgend will have 
to pay five times the amount they cur¬ 
rently do from September 2020, but 
Bridgend County Borough Council 
(BCBC) says there is no alternative. 

Currently the local authority charges clubs 
around £55 every time they play rugby or 
football, and use a sports pavilion but from 
next September, they will have to pay £305. 

Pitch and pavilion fees for mini 
football will increase from £30 on 
each occasion to £150 and cricket 
clubs who use council-run facilities 
will be charged £27,500 every season. 

Bowls clubs will be charged £23,000 a 
year for use of the green and pavilion. A 
number of bowls clubs already have leases, 
but the council has said these will require 
further review with current grant arrange¬ 
ments being discontinued and the current 
green maintenance arrangements included 
in existing leases being reassessed, to ensure 
the council achieves full cost recovery. 

BCBC says it can no longer subsidise 
the facilities, adding the fees it currently 
charges do not cover the cost associated 
with providing and maintaining them. It 
has been pushing community asset transfers 
(CAT) as the alternative to clubs paying the 
hike in fees, employing a CAT officer and 
providing financial help but only a few clubs 
have actually completed transfers so far. 

BCBC is urging more organisations, 
sports groups and town and commu¬ 
nity councils to come forward and 
take on the running of popular facil¬ 
ities such as toilets, pavilions, playing 
fields, pitches, playgrounds and more. 


A BCBC spokesperson said that it 
was a “reluctant decision” to stop pro¬ 
viding subsidies of up to 80 per cent 
for playing fields and sports pavilions 
across the county borough, and to move 
to a position of frill cost recovery instead. 

BCBC says the decision was made 
after an “extensive public consul¬ 
tation” on proposals designed to cover 
multi-million pound shortfalls in the 
amount of funding the council receives, 
the decision is one of several covering 
how a number of popular non-statutory 
services will be provided in future: 

• Grass cutting: The cutting of grass along 
roadside verges and on open grassland will 
be reduced from seven to five times a year, 
and will be discontinued in specific areas. 

• Playing fields and sports pavilions: 
Fees will increase from September 
2020 for the use of council-maintained 
playing fields and sports pavilions as 
the authority seeks to recover the full 
cost of using them instead of providing 
a subsidy of up to 80 per cent. Facilities 
which have been subject to Community 
Asset Transfers will be exempt from this. 

• Development fund: Money will be 
set aside for supporting young or disabled 
users of playing fields and sports pavilions. 

• Children’s play areas: The council 
will continue to provide and maintain all 
108 play areas while encouraging town 
and community councils to take on 
them on via community asset transfers. 

• Bowls clubs: Grant arrangements with 
bowls clubs will be discontinued, and exist¬ 
ing lease arrangements will be regularised as 
the council moves towards full costrecovery. 


• Newbridge Fields: A separate strategy 
will be developed for the management 
and operation of the various facilities 
available throughout Newbridge Fields. 

BCBC says that there were 1,830 
responses to the consultation, and 94 
per cent of participants indicated that 
they valued children’s play equipment, 
and 71 per cent supported local town 
or community councils taking over 
the responsibility for operating them. 

Just over half of all participants (51 per 
cent) said that they agreed with the proposal 
to reduce grass cutting in open spaces and 
on road side verges, and 55 per cent thought 
that some open spaces should be uncut and 
allowed to return to a more natural habitat. 

BCBC Leader, Cllr Huw David added: 
“I would like to thank everyone who took 
part in the consultation and helped inform 
our final decisions. As a result of this 
participation, we have been able to shape 
the final proposals so that they reflect 
public feedback as much as possible. 

“Wehavenotmade these decisions lightly, 
and would much rather be in a position of 
having sufficient resources to go on continu¬ 
ing to provide them at minimal cost to users. 

“While we accept and understand that 
such facilities are valued by local com¬ 
munities, the harsh reality of the funding 
situation we face means that our resources 
are being focused upon statutory services 
which we are legally required to provide, 
like schools and social services, the major¬ 
ity of which are designed to protect the most 
vulnerable members of the community.”

Officers quiz youngsters 
for not having TV licence 


NEARLY 90 young 
people in Porthcawl 
and Bridgend have 
been interviewed 
for watching TV 
or programmes on 
BBC iPlayer with¬ 
out a valid licence 
over the last year, 
new figures reveal. 

Officers from TV 
Licensing spoke to 1,375 
people aged between 
18 and 25 across 
Wales for not having a 
licence and more than 
200,000 people were 


caught across the UK 
during the same period. 

TV Licensing is 
reminding the 120,000 
students at Welsh uni¬ 
versities that they risk 
facing prosecution and 
a fine up to £1,000 if 
they are caught watch¬ 
ing live TV, BBC pro¬ 
grammes or shows on 
iPlayer without a licence. 

Helen Wild, a spokes¬ 
man for TV Licensing 
in Wales, said: “Students 
will now have settled 
into their new term 
and every year myths 


circulate around about 
when you do and 
don’t need a licence. 

“Most students own at 
least one device capable 
of showing live TV or 
watching BBC iPlayer 
- such as a laptop, smart¬ 
phone or tablet computer. 

“It is important they 
know the law around 
being correctly licensed 
so we would encourage 
them to visit tcl.co.uk/ 
uni to find out more.”

The commissioner’s office said 
one of the directors, Elaine Spallek, 
had not declared that she held a 
restricted licence for smaller vehicles 
when the company was investigated 
in 2017. It came to light when Ms 
Spallek’s daughter, Peyton, applied 
for a restricted licence in April 
this year as it identified the other 
links with the additional licence. 

A spokesman for the commissioner’s 
office said: “This triggered the investi¬ 
gation with the commissioner bringing 
it to inquiry. Public inquiries are usually 
concerned with vehicle maintenance 
or driver safety but as this company 
had history before the traffic com¬ 
missioner, it came back before him.” 

Following the hearing, Ms Spallek’s 
licence was revoked and her daugh¬ 
ter’s refused. The commissioner said 
it was considered that Ms Spallek had 
made a false statement in not declaring 
her other licence, and she no longer 
satisfied the main occupation rule, 
while her daughter did not satisfy the 
main occupation requirement either. 

However, the commissioner said 
future applications for licences would 
be considered. The Driver and Vehicle 
Standards Agency said it could not 


comment on an ongoing investigation. 

On the day of last week’s fire, 
the company issued a statement 
to say the fire had started in the 
engine compartment, adding the 
vehicle had been properly main¬ 
tained and was recently MOT’d. 

The MoT history for the vehicle 
shows it failed to pass on August 28 
with fuel tanks and system listed as 
one of the reasons. On September 
3, it failed again due to the aim of 
the headlights. Meanwhile oil and 
waste leaks were fiagged as advisories. 

The same day itthenpassedthe annual 
test but the aim of headlight, and oil and 
waste leaks were listed as advisories. 

Last week the company said the 
incident had been reported appropri¬ 
ately to the Department of Transport, 
Bridgend County Borough Council 
and Brynteg School, and they would 
cooperate in all investigations. 

The Local Democracy Reporting 
Service has repeatedly put ques¬ 
tions to Peyton Travel by tele¬ 
phone message and email but 
the company has not responded.

Calls to sell airport amid 
financial turbulence

NEWS that an 
extra £21m is to be 
loaned to Cardiff 
Airport, taking 
the total amount 
of handouts to in 
excess of £50m, has 
sparked calls for 
the transport hub 
to be sold back to 
the private sector. 

Ministers at the 
Welsh Government, 
which owns the airport, 
announced this week 
it would loan £21m to 
the airport - but stressed 
it would be repaid 
in full, with interest. 

Economy and trans¬ 
port minister Ken 
Skates revealed the 
extra cash would be 
spent on supporting the 
airport’s “ambitious 
plans for the future.” 

He said: “I have 
recently agreed to 
provide an extended 
commercial loan facility 
to the airport of up to 
£21.2m to help support 
its ambitious plans for 
the future. The airport’s 
ambition to increase 
passenger numbers and 
offer a wider range of 
high-quality infra¬ 
structure and services 
at the airport will no 


doubt help it grow 
further in the future.” 

However news of the 
extra cash hasn’t gone 
down well with some 
opposition politicians 
including Mr Skate’s 
Conservative counter¬ 
part Russell George. 

He said: “Although 
we applaud Cardiff 
Airport’s aim of having 
two million passengers 
go through the airport, 
the current passenger 
levels are lower that they 
were back in 2007 when 
they last hit two million. 
With Welsh Labour 
being in charge of this 
vital transport hub since 
2013, we see a lot of 
promises but very little 
action. “It is a concern 
that since 2014 the air¬ 
port has made a loss of 
£23m and yet this Welsh 
Labour Government are 
continuing to pump more 
taxpayers’ money into it. 

“The airport needs 
to be sold back to the 
private sector where 
proper investment can 
be made which doesn’t 
rely on the people of 
Wales shouldering 
the financial burden.” 

Troubled Cardiff 
Airport was bought by 
the Welsh Government 
in 2013 for £52m - which 


is nearly as much as 
the government has 
loaned it since then. 

Welsh Conservative 
leader Paul Davies, who 
is also a former bank man¬ 
ager, has raised concerns 
about handing the airport 
“blank cheques” with 
Wales’ First Minister 
Mark Drakeford. 

He reckoned the air¬ 
port made a loss of just 
over £lm in December 
2012 with that figure 
rising to £5.7Im in 2018. 

Mr Davies com¬ 
plained: “Something 

just doesn’t add up. The 
airport has continued to 
make substantial losses 
and yet the Welsh 
Labour Government 
has decided to loan the 
airport more money, 
with the airport now 
owing more than £50m. 

“It is also concerning 
that despite increased 
passenger numbers, 
the size of the loss 
continues to grow. 

“Before being elected 
to the Welsh Assembly, 
I worked in the banking 
sector helping small 
businesses to grow. 
However, based on the 
figures produced by the 
airport, I would want 
to see how it can make 
its way back into profit 


and the viability of the 
business before extend¬ 
ing its loan facilities.” 

He added: “The airport 
is a vital transport hub for 
Wales, but after six years 
of Welsh Government- 
control something needs 
to change, and we can 
no longer give the airport 
a blank cheque. Even a 
Welsh Government sen¬ 
ior civil servant agrees 
that to get it back to the 
private sector a new busi¬ 
ness model is needed. 

“People are rightly ask¬ 
ing what this extra £21m 
could be spent on. With 
this extra funding we 
could have an additional 
400 GPs, nearly 900 
nurses or 700 teachers.” 

The Chief Executive 
Officer of Cardiff 
Airport, Deb Bowen 
Rees, was adamant that 
the airport had “gone 
from strength to strength” 
since coming into pub¬ 
lic ownership in 2013. 

She explained: “We 
have delivered consistent 
passenger growth, more 
than 65 per cent, and 
welcome almost 1.7m 
passengers annually. As 
a valuable strategic asset 
for Wales, we drive sig¬ 
nificant investment to the 
local economy with an 
annual GVA of £246m 


and we support around 
2,400 aviation-related 
jobs in the region. The 
team has worked hard 
and we are proud to 
have made significant 
improvements to the 
terminal infrastructure 
and customer experience. 
However, as a small 
regional airport, we bear 
the weight of dispropor¬ 
tionate costs that affect 
smaller airports across the 
UK. Regulatory burdens 
and security measures 
are not shared propor¬ 
tionately which proves 
challenging for smaller, 
ambitious airports seek¬ 
ing to grow and expand.” 

And she added: 
“Cardiff Airport con¬ 
tinues to thrive in what 
is a very competitive 
and fast paced, global 
industry and is focused 
on delivering a long 
term masterplan; a 20 
year vision for growth 
and diversification of its 
portfolio of products and 
services. The loan exten¬ 
sion allows the airport 
to continue to focus on 
its ambitious plans for 
success and we are grate¬ 
ful to our shareholder for 
recognising our achieve¬ 
ments to date and sup¬ 
porting our future plans.

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Public land to be 
sold for factory 
expansion 


A PIECE of coun¬ 
cil-owned land in 
Maesteg, which 
is classed as pub¬ 
lic open space, 
is to be sold to a 
company for a 
factory expansion. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s cab¬ 
inet are being asked on 
October 22 to approve 
the sale of the triangu¬ 
lar-shaped plot follow¬ 
ing the request from 
insulation manufacturer 
Siderise. 

The company, based 
on the Forge Industrial 
Estate, Maesteg has told 
the council its proposed 
expansion would help 
create 10 additional full¬ 
time jobs. 

In papers going before 
cabinet members the 
company said without 
the land, any future 
expansion would have to 
take place at its Suffolk 
base. 

Siderise was one of 
the companies which 
supplied materials to 
Grenfell Tower and par¬ 
ticipated in the Grenfell 
Tower inquiry. In its 
submission to the inquiry 
in December 2018, the 
company said it was not 
involved in the installa¬ 
tion of the cavity barriers 
it had supplied to the 


building and “they did 
not play any significant 
role in the progress of 
the fire”. 

The firm which has 
supplied materials to 
major developments 
around the world, includ¬ 
ing the athletes’ village 
at the Olympic Games 
in 2012 , exports to coun¬ 
tries such as the UAE, 
India and Australia. 

It is anticipating a 
future export opportuni¬ 
ties with continued focus 
on markets such as the 
Far East and the USA. 

In their report, council 
officers said a purchase 
price for the land had 
been agreed and as the 
plot formed part of a 
wider area of green 
space, there would be 
no detriment as a result 
of the loss of the plot 
which measures 448 
square metres and sits 
within a larger triangular 
plot, mainly grassed with 
small trees and shrubs 
towards one end. 

The land was pur¬ 
chased by Maesteg Urban 
District Council from 
The National Coal Board 
in January 1968. Officers 
said the capital receipt 
generated from the sale 
of the site could contrib¬ 
ute towards the council’s 
capital programme.

BCBC says it will 
‘guarantee interviews’ 
for former Forces 


BRIDGEND County Borough 
Council is planning to intro¬ 
duce a guaranteed interview 
scheme for veterans, as part of 
the local authority’s recruit¬ 
ment and selection procedures. 

The council says it has a role to 
play in helping those leaving HM 
Arrmed Forces fulfil their potential 
in civilian life, adding that veter¬ 
ans can find making the transition 
to civilian life extremely challeng¬ 
ing, particularly in finding and 
securing lasting employment. 

Cabinet members were asked 
to support the move at a meet¬ 
ing on Tuesday, October 22. 

In a report going before the cabinet, 
officers note the valuable transfer¬ 
able skills veterans have including 
communication, leadership and team 
working as well as attributes like 
problem solving and adaptability. 

The report states: “The scheme 
provides the guarantee of an inter¬ 
view to those meeting the essential 
criteria set out in the job pack. 

“It does not, however, guar¬ 
antee employment, as selection 
procedures will ensure the best 
candidate for the job is appointed. 

“For the council, the scheme may 
generate a wider selection of candi¬ 
dates who meet the essential criteria 
and contribute to the development 
of a suitably-skilled workforce. 

“For veterans, it can assist them to 
overcome barriers in finding civilian 
employment and help reduce the risk 


of health and welfare problems as a 
result of long term unemployment.” 

The introduction of a guaranteed 
interview scheme supports BCBC’s 
Armed Forces Community Covenant. 
To be eligible for the scheme, individ¬ 
uals must meet the essential criteria for 

the role and be currently serv¬ 
ing in the armed forces and within 
12 weeks of the discharge date or 
have their last long term substan¬ 
tive employer as the Armed Forces, 
and no more than three years has 
elapsed since the discharge date. 

Council officers said the scheme 
would operate for all recruitment, 
and amendments to the recruit¬ 
ment process were taking place. 

One veteran, who wished to 
remain anonymous, told The 
GEM: “The proof of this particu¬ 
lar pudding will be in the eating. 

“I, and other veterans in th area, 
have often thought that BCBC has 
been somewhat lacklustre in its 
approach to honouring the Armed 
Forces‘ Covenant, and this is basically 
a sop to suggest active participation. 

“Further, what sort of 
jobs will be available? 

“A quick look on BCBC’s recruit¬ 
ment site shows that the majority of 
jobs require professional qualifications, 
such as social work, or a lower-skilled 
roles for carers and domestic staff. 

“Even with our transferable 
skills, our years of training, leaer- 
ship, and service will not match.

Army veteran showcases 
new H4H rugby kit 


ARMED Forces 
charity Help for 
Heroes has gone 
from strength 
to strength in 
Wales over the 
last two years. 

This month, veterans 
from Bridgend have 
been chosen to showcase 
the charity’s new rugby 
clothing range, launched 
to coincide with the 
Rugby World Cup in 
Japan. They took part in 
a modelling session at 
the Ospreys Wheelchair 
Rugby team training ses¬ 
sion, which takes place 
in Merthyr Tydfil Leisure 
Centre every week and 
includes ex-military per¬ 
sonnel and civilians with 
a range of physical and 
mental health challenges. 

Originally from 
Zimbabwe, Bruce 
Falkenberg (41), joined 
the Royal Regiment of 
Wales in 2000, beginning 
his service in Paderbom, 
Germany. After injuries 
and operations, he was 
introduced to Help for 
Heroes at Headley 
Court Defence Medical 
Rehabilitation Centre. 

Medically discharged, 
and living in Wales, 
Bruce found he lacked 
real direction in life. It 
was only after attend¬ 
ing Help for Heroes 
Community Recovery 
support hubs that Bruce 
saw a path ahead in 
the form of wheelchair 


rugby. He said: “I turned 
up to a session and found 
that I was actually okay at 
it. I thoroughly enjoyed 
myself, being part of a 
team again. I was grant- 
funded a wheelchair by 
Help for Heroes and 
Blesma, which has really 
given me a whole dif¬ 
ferent dynamic. It really 
opened-up the sport for 
me”. 

The bespoke chair 
was made in Bridgend 
by specialist firm Roma 
Sport. 

Thoroughly immers¬ 
ing himself in sport 
led Bruce to attend the 
UK Invictus Trials in 
Sheffield where he won 
medals in wheelchair 
rugby and shotput. 

He said: “It was a 
fantastic opportunity to 
see so many variations 
of sport; people from 
all walks of life, both 
serving and veterans. By 
the end of it, everyone 
had a beaming smile on 
their face, blisters on 
their hands, but everyone 
thoroughly enjoyed it”. 

For Bruce, the Invictus 
journey is about more 
than medal victory and 
competing in the games 
at The Hague in 2020. 

He said: “It would be 
great to be selected to 
represent the UK next 
year, but this is about 
the bigger picture, the 
friendships, the support 
and whether I get through 
on not, that remains.” 



Bruce has noticed 
huge positive changes 
in his life over the last 
12 months: “I thi nk just 
being around people 
again of a like mind. I’ve 
grown, both mentally and 
physically, being able to 
relate to people and talk 
to people. I’ve always 
had the ability to talk to 
people I know, but being 
part of that close-knit 
group, it’s like family”. 

Attending Community 


Recovery support hubs 
has been key to his 
recovery. He said: 
“Everyone’s happy to see 
you, everyone’s got their 
own problems. They’re 
going through all sorts of 
things, but it seems like 
when you walk in that 
door, everyone’s having 
a cup of tea, a cup of cof¬ 
fee, a bit of a cake, a bit 
of a laugh and just for a 
couple of hours, nothing 
else seems to matter.” 


Having served in a 
Welsh regiment, settled 
in Wales, and married 
Louise (38), Bruce is 
delighted to model the 
nation’s new Help for 
Heroes rugby shirt. 

Louise said: “It’s a 
great honour to be able to 
represent Wales and the 
charity which has done 
so much for our family”.

Empty houses should be 
brought back into use, 
says AM 


THERE are too many 
empty houses in the valleys 
blighting local communities, 
AM Huw Irranca-Davies 
has said. 

The Ogmore AM asked at the 
National Assembly what Welsh 
Government support is available to 
help regenerate housing. 

He said that some properties 
stand empty not just for months, but 
for years. 

Mr Irranca-Davies said: “They 
drag them down economically, 
damage efforts at regeneration and 
contribute to an air of despondancy 
in communities and on streets. 

“Like broken teeth, they can stand 
ragged and broken on our high 
streets and our side streets - yet 
these could be decent, affordable 
homes, brought back to condition 


fit to live in, and bringing commu¬ 
nities back to life as well. 

“If landlords and owners are 
willing to work with their local 
authorities and communities, we 
can repair those gaping holes and 
help regenerate those communities. 

“We can bring the smile back to 
our streets.” 

Mr Irranca-Davies said the empty 
homes grant, empty property loans 
and other schemes designed to help 
landlords and owners do this and 
are very welcome, but added: “We 
also need councils to use their pow¬ 
ers when that fails.” 

He said that he wants local people 
to play a part in identifying empty 
properties which could be brought 
back into use for the benefit of the 
whole community.

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Barry health scare - no new cases recorded 


Council 
puts proposals 
forward for 
links to 
Cardif Bay 

A PROPOSED new park and ride 
facility has been dropped from 
plans to improve transport links 
between Cardiff Bay and Penarth. 

However, a Vale Couneil spokesperson told The 
GEM that it eould be re-introduced at a later stage. 

The Vale Council has been considering 
ways to improve travel between the sea¬ 
side town and the Cardiff Bay Barrage. 

Among the options considered have been a park 
and ride facility at Cosmeston with buses running 
along the barrage, a new headland walkway and an 
upgraded railway station at Cogan, but the council’s 
ruling body decided against the Cosmeston Park and 
Ride idea due to concerns raised by people in a con¬ 
sultation about the impact of buses on the Barrage. 

The ideas to improve transport between Cardiff 
and Penarth are: Penarth headland link and active 
travel improvements: a 1km pedestrian and cycle way 
between the Penarth Esplanade and Cardiff Barrage. 

New cycle routes would also be set up in key 
routes throughout the town, including from the 
Merrie Harrier junction to Pont y Werin and 
Penarth Road, while 20mph zones and a bike hire 
scheme would also be introduced to the town. 

A council meeting heard the head¬ 
land link could cost around £10 million. 

Another option would be a ‘transport interchange’ 
at Cogan: Cogan Railway Station would be upgraded 
with a new 150-space park and ride, a new bridge 
across the rail line, a taxi pick up and drop off 
facility and improving nearby active travel routes. 

Vale Council’s cabinet will now ask Capita, 
which has prepared the plans, to produce full 
business cases on the Penarth headland link sepa¬ 
rately, as well as the Cogan Transport Interchange. 

The Vale’s Environment and Regeneration 
Scrutiny Committee was told the option of a park 
and ride at Cosmeston “did not perform well” 
in a consultation, with people expressing con¬ 
cerns about the impact of buses on the existing 
cycle tracks on the Barrage; but a meeting on 
October 16 heard that Cardiff Council still want the 
option of buses across the barrage to be considered. 

Clh Ruba Sivagnanam said she would “per¬ 
sonally hate to have buses” on the barrage 
but urged the council to consider transport 
modes that would not exclude disabled people. 

Cllr Vincent Bailey said: “It would be a 
shame to give up on some form of transport.” 

The committee urged the cabinet 
to keep all the transport options open. 

Roger Thomas, chairman of the Penarth 
Headland Link Trust told the committee people 
in the town think the project is a “no-brainer”. 

He said: “This is a simple project that will 
have a transformational impact. It would show the 
Vale of Glamorgan as a pragmatic council that 
can seize an opportunity and make it happen.” 

Mr Thomas told the committee his organ¬ 
isation estimates the headland link would cost 
around ElOmillion - and has held “encour¬ 
aging” talks with Welsh Government over the 
idea. He added the walkway would be built on 
the pebbles between 15 and 35 metres from the 
cliff, so the rock would not need stabilising.

THE Barry health scare around 
Legionnaires Disease may be over. 

Public Health Wales and partner agencies have 
not identified any new cases of Legionnaires’ dis¬ 
ease linked to the cluster in Barry since August 2019. 

Previously, 11 cases were linked to the town 
over a 13-month period, when the average number 
per year for Wales as a whole is 30. Each 
case was extensively investigated but there is still 
no evidence that any of the cases were linked. 
Many had individual risk factors for acquiring 
their infection, including some with travel abroad. 


However, as a routine precaution. Public 
Health Wales and partner agencies continue to 
advise employers to check their legionella poli¬ 
cies and practices to ensure they are compliant. 

Landlords can also help reduce the risk of 
Legionnaires’ disease by following regu¬ 
lar, simple precautions, more on which can 
be found at: www.hse.gov.uk/legionnaires/ 
I egionella-landlords-responsibilities .him 
Members of the public can reduce the risk of 
Legionnaires’ disease by regularly flushing through 
or removing unused taps, de-scaling shower 
heads and hoses at least quarterly, draining water 


bowsers and garden hoses if not in use, and 
using the correct concentration of screen wash 
in their vehicles. Full details can be found on:

Dr Gwen Lowe, Consultant in Communicable 
Disease Control for Public Health Wales, said: “We 
are closely monitoring the cases of Legionnaires’ 
disease in Barry and our investigations are actively 
continuing. Whilst Legionnaires’ disease is rare, it 
can be potentially life threatening. Legionnaires’ 
disease cannot be passed from person to person.”

Growing up, she was frequently 
hospitalised with glandular fever, 
mumps, tonsillitis and bro¬ 
ken bones. She was eventually 
diagnosed with Fibers Danlos 


Syndrome, hypermobility, 
degenerative condition Macular 
Hypoplasia and autoimmune dis¬ 
ease.

Pharmacist jailed 
for fraud

However, patients 
always received the 
correct medication that 
they were prescribed. 

The NHS Counter 
Fraud Authority 
(NHSCFA) supported 
the investigation. Its 
Forensic Computing Unit 
(FCU) assisted in obtain¬ 
ing a forensic image (a 
complete exact copy) 
of Talbot Pharmacy’s 
computer systems. 

NHS CFS Wales 


worked closely with 
the Pharmacy Team at 
CTMUHB. Investigators 
analysed the prescrip¬ 
tions claimed for by 
Talbot Pharmacy against 
the computer systems and 
were able to prove that 
over 1,500 prescriptions 
had been falsely claimed 
for by Lloyd, costing the 
NHS a total £76,475. 

Lloyd repaid this 
amount in full to 
CTMUHB in May 2019. 
Earlier, in an interview 
under caution, he admit¬ 
ted to the offences in a 


pre-prepared statement. 
The court heard that 
the other four branches 
in the business did not 
appear to have pro¬ 
cessed their prescrip¬ 
tions in the same way.

Welsh Hearts is 
passionate that no 
young person should 
die prematurely from 
an unknown heart 
abnormality that could 
so easily be identified. 

The charity needs to 


raise £1 million to screen 
every young heart in 
Wales. Each screening 
session for 100 people 
costs the charity £7,000.

Depression by open¬ 
ing open air nurseries 
in the Brynmawr and 
Dowlais eommunities 
in Merthyr Tydfil. 

The eharity was 
also the first to offer 
free milk in sehools 
before it beeame UK 
Government poliey in 
the 1940s. 

Today, Save the 
Children works in 120 
eountries around the 
world ineluding here 
in Wales, helping 
families and ehildren 
to thrive in their vital 
early years.

AM hopes redundant workers 
will find jobs at Ineos 


SUZY Davies hopes some of the work¬ 
ers faced with losing their jobs at a 
Port Talbot car parts plant will find 
new work with Ineos in Bridgend. 

The South Wales West AM was speaking 
at the National Assembly following news that 
the Hi-Lex plant at Baglan Energy Park is 
to close next year with the loss of 120 jobs. 
She said: “We know that Ineos is coming 
to just outside Bridgend in the near future. 

“Is there any good news about the oppor¬ 
tunity potential here because the redun¬ 
dancies (at Hi-Lex) won’t be for a year? 

“Is there any news coming from Ineos that 


may offer some comfort to the workers there?” 

Ms Davies wondered if the news from Hi-Lex 
risks the “growing shoots” of confidence relating 
to what Wales has to offer the automotive industry. 

She was also concerned about job 

losses at supply chain companies. 

Mrs Davies asked Economy Minister Ken Skates 
if there is anything the Welsh Government can do 
to help companies of that kind. She suggested 
those companies need to be aware that there may 
be issues for them in the future and that they might 
want to think about diversifying rather than rely¬ 
ing too much on one individual major customer.

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Cowbridge 
reveals its 
history as 
town walls 
go on show

OVER the years, 
people in Cowbridge 
have become quite 
familiar with the 
cattle sheds near the 
livestock market. 

However, what people 
had not noticed - prob¬ 
ably because the sheds 
became quite an eyesore 
- was the history hidden 
behind them. 

Cowbridge Charter 
Trust were well aware, 
and have been keen to 
restore the ancient town 
walls - around 700 years 
old - for quite some time. 

The trust’s plans came 
to fruition last Thursday 


with the official opening. 
Once the cattle sheds 
were demolished, stone¬ 
masons restored the walls 
to their former glory, and 
the space now available 
after the demolition has 
been re-surfaced to make 
it a car park. 

At the opening cere¬ 
mony, the chairman of 
the Cowbridge Charter 
Trust, Sue Cox, pointed 
out that were very few 
town walls in south 
Wales as old as those in 
Cowbridge, and certainly 
few in better condition 
now the restoration was 
complete. 

She paid tribute to 


Matt Jones, who was the 
project manager. 

The Leader of the Vale 
Council, CllrNeil Moore, 
said that the project was 
“such an achievement” 
and had made a “remark¬ 
able change to the area”. 

It was noted too that 
the extra car parking was 
important. In fact, 20 
minutes before the cer¬ 
emony, the demarcation 
tapes were removed, and 
the area rapidly filled up 
with cars! 

The GEM spoke to 
project manager Matt 
Jones, who said that his 
father, Peter, had been 
the driving force, but had 
died before it it could be 
completed. 

He said: “Once we 



had the go ahead, the 
project took three years 
and cost £150,000, with 
funding from the Welsh 
Government and the 
Vale Council’s ‘Strong 
Communities’ fund. 

“It’s great to show off 
the historic town walls, 
and the extra car parking 
is a bonus.” 

Matt told The GEM 
that one part of this 
project has not yet been 
completed, and that is 


to erect a canopy over 
the story-telling circle 
{pictured right) that is 
between the town walls 
and the library. 

He thanked Helen 
Blackmore and Phil 
Chappell of Creative 
Rural Communities, and 
Mark White of the Vale 
Council for their support. 

He concluded: “We 
are looking forward to 
our next project, what¬ 
ever that may be.”

Residents asked to aim axe 
on planned bus cuts 


BRIDGEND County Borough 
Council has launched a learner 
travel consultation which asks peo¬ 
ple for their thoughts on potential 
changes to school transport provision. 

Faced with making cuts of £35m 
over the next four years, the eouneil is 
reviewing all non-essential serviees 
to see where savings ean be made. 

The eonsultation is inviting views on 
potential ehanges to travel arrange¬ 
ments for sehool pupils and students 
attending further edueation eolleges. 

It is important that the eouneil under¬ 
stands how the proposed ehanges 
eould affeet pupils and their families. 

The eonsultation ineludes proposals sueh 
as the withdrawal of transport for all learners 
benefitting from an available walking route 
to sehool (under two miles for primary 
sehool ehildren and under three miles for 
seeondary sehool pupils), and removal of 
eseorts from all taxis and minibuses of less 
than eight passengers. However, eseorts will 
still operate on vehieles where the eouneil 
eonsiders it in the interest of pupils, in par- 
tieular, those with additional learning needs. 

The eonsultation also seeks the views 
of the publie on proposals sueh as end¬ 
ing free transport for learners aged 16 or 
over who go to sehool or eollege, and 
to stop providing free transport for nurs¬ 
ery-age pupils (aged three and four) as 


there is no law that says the eouneil needs 
to provide free transport for these pupils. 

Bridgend County Borough Couneil is 
one of the few eouneils in Wales eur- 
rently offering sueh a generous provision 
and the eouneil understands that there 
may be an impaet on learners and their 
families as a result of these proposals. 

Cllr Charles Smith, Cabinet Member for 
Edueation and Regeneration, said: “In an ideal 
world, everyone would travel for free, irre- 
speetive of cost, but we have to be realistie in 
the faee of unpreeedented euts to our budget. 

“We take pride in the services we pro¬ 
vide to our residents and want to eon- 
tinue to do as mueh as possible to support 
families in a diffieult finaneial elimate. 
These euts, however, mean that we must 
review all of the serviees that we provide. 

“It is important that the eouneil under¬ 
stands the impaet of these proposals, 
so I hope as many people as possible 
will take part in this eonsultation, eon- 
sider the various options that have been 
identified, and tell us what they think. 

“We want to eontinue to seek to proteet 
the most vulnerable members of the eom- 
munity and target our resourees where they 
are needed most, but we are going to need 
your help to be able to do so effeetively.” 

The eonsultation ends on January 
5, 2020 and ean be eompleted online 
on the eouneil’s eonsultation web page.

AM slams recycling 
‘shambles’ 


SOUTH Wales 
Central AM and 
Rhoose councillor 
Andrew RT Davies 
has slammed 
the Labour-Vale 
Independent run

collections in a num¬ 
ber of communities.

He pointed out peo¬ 
ple were supportive 
of efforts to improve 
the Vale’s recycling 
rates, but the Council’s 
“shambolic organisation” 
would likely lead to mass 
loss of support. 

He raised concerns at 
last month’s full council 
meeting, and received 
categorical assurances 


the Council would be 
prepared. 

He slammed the 
Council and said this was 
clearly not the case. 

Mr Davies said: “The 
shambolic rollout of the 
new recycling system 
is the latest blunder 
from the Labour-Vale 
Independent run Vale 
Council. 

“Most people are 
broadly supportive of 
the principle of improv¬ 
ing our recycling rates, 
but the farce we have 
encountered this week 
risks alienating people. 

“They have done their 
bit and should not have 
to put up with inconven¬ 
ience because of Council 
incompetence. 

“People from commu¬ 
nities including Rhoose, 
Cowbridge, Sully and 
Llandough have got in 
touch to say their waste 
has not been collected, or 
it has been rejected with 
no explanation as to why. 

“In advance of the 
changes coming in, I 
sought assurances from 
the Council that they 
were fully prepared and 
these were given. It has 
now transpired they were 
clearly not and this is not 
good enough.”

The exact length of a 
perfect nap has been 
revealed by sleep experts 


RECENT stud¬ 
ies have shown 
napping can have 
surprising health 
benefits, such as 
lowering blood 
pressure, as well 
as helping you to 
feel more alert 
and recharged. 

But how long is the 
perfect nap so you’re not 
left feeling groggy? 

Sleep experts have 
revealed the optimum 
time, and it turns out 
we’ve been doing it 
wrong. 

Brits nap on average 
three times a week, with 
the average length 35 
minutes, according to 
new research. 

However, Lisa Artis, 
Sleep Adviser at the 
Sleep Council, explains 
why this is too long. 

She said: “A power 
nap of 20 to 30 minutes is 
sufficient to turn off the 
nervous system, recharge 
the whole body and 
improve alertness - any 
longer, though, is long 
enough to put you in a 
deep sleep and leave you 


feeling groggy when you 
wake.” 

If napping is keeping 
you up at night, Lisa says 
it is best avoided: 

“Napping is not gener¬ 
ally encouraged as it can 
affect night-time sleep. If 
you regularly experience 
insomnia or poor sleep at 
night, napping can make 
this worse. 

However, if you hav¬ 
en’t slept well, or are 
feeling fatigued, a short 
kip can give you as much 
energy as two cups of 
strong coffee, but with 
longer lasting effects.” 

The research also 
revealed that men are 
twice as likely to have 
a daytime doze at least 
once every day, while a 
quarter of women (25 per 
cent) say they never nap, 
compared to 16 per cent 
of men. 

Where you choose to 
take a nap doesn’t mat¬ 
ter too much according 
to Lisa, as long as it’s 
comfortable: “It’s impor¬ 
tant to make sure you 
have a restful place to 
lie down and you also 
need to create a restful 
environment, one that’s 


quiet, cool and dark so 
that you fall asleep faster. 

“The post lunch lull, 
between 1pm and 3pm, is 
the best time to nap. It’s 
when our sleep urge has a 
peak and our sleep needs 
start to increase. 

“Napping too late in 
the day, even as early as 
4pm, can impact night 
time sleep.” 

Lisa’s five top tips on 
the perfect nap: 

• Aim to only sleep 
for 20-30 minutes longer 
will send you into a deep 
sleep and wake up feel¬ 
ing groggy; 

• Use an eye mask and 
earplugs to block out 
light and noise which 
stops us sleeping; 

• Napping is best after 
lunch between 1pm and 
3pm; 

• Make sure you’re in 
a comfortable and restful 
place; 

• If you’re feeling 
tired, but can’t get to 
sleep, use the time to 
relax instead, which can 
be just as restful

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Welsh children Bake Off star shares top tips 


scoop awards 
for storytelling 


THE winners of a 
nationwide story compe¬ 
tition for schoolchildren 
have been announced 
in Cardiff, as part of 
this year’s Libraries 
Week celebrations. 

Children from across Wales 
took part in the competition 
launched by Welsh Libraries in 
collaboration with Alzheimer’s 
Society during Dementia 
Action Week in May, to pen 
a short story on the theme of 
memories in no more than 480 
words, 480 being the number 
of people being diagnosed with 
dementia each day in the UK. 

Eight-year-old Ava Gillespie 
from Cardiff, who attends St 
Joseph’s Roman Catholic 
Primary School, was the overall 
winner of the competition for 
her story ‘The Unforgettable 
Trip’ about an outing to Barry 
Island with her Nanna Pip, who 
is living with dementia. Ava was 
presented with a £50 voucher 
and her school will receive 480 
new books for their library. 

James Miles, aged 10 from 
Y Bont Faen Primary School 
in the Vale of Glamorgan was 


one runner-up in the compe¬ 
tition for his story ‘Buckets 
and Spades’ while 16-year-old 
Lilly Pattinson from Ysgol John 
Bright in Conwy was another 
runner up with her story based 
on the memories of an old man. 

All three of the young writ¬ 
ers attended the award cere¬ 
mony at St Fagan’s National 
Museum of History today 
where they read their stories to 
an audience including Cardiff 
Council Cabinet Member 
Cllr Susan Elsmore, Deputy 
Minister for Culture, Sport 
and Tourism, Lord Dafydd 
Elis Thomas AM, and pupils 
of St Joseph’s Primary School. 

Cllr Elsmore said: “We have 
been extremely impressed by the 
standard of entries from children 
all over Wales in the compe¬ 
tition and it was wonderful to 
hear Ava, James and Lilly read 
their stories so beautifully to us. 

“It’s important that we all 
understand more about demen¬ 
tia and do whatever we can to 
be supportive of people living 
with dementia, and their fami¬ 
lies. Those families will often 
include children and young 
people of course, and it can be 


difficult for young people to 
understand how dementia may 
affect their relative’s memory 
or change their behaviour. 

“I think the stories we have 
heard display a very mature 
understanding. Congratulations 
to Ava, James and Lilly.” 

Lord Elis-Thomas said: “I’m 
delighted that we’ve been able 
to announce the winners of the 
competition during Libraries 
Week.

TO celebrate National 
Baking Week, Val Stones, 
a Great British Bake Off 
2016 contestant, offers 
her baking tips and twists 
on traditional bakes. 

From listening to her cakes, to 
her secret to the lightest scones 
ever, to why a ‘all-in-one’ tech¬ 
nique works best for Victoria 
Sponge, Val outlines her advice: 

“When I was a head teacher 
I baked ‘Friday treats’ for staff. 
Not content with having a bake 
each week, they decided to set 
me a challenge. The challenge: I 
must not repeat a bake. I put twists 
on my Victoria sponge, so they 
became coffee cakes with either 
coffee buttercream, or a decadent 
coffee liqueur Chantilly cream. I 
turned a sponge into a honey cake 
and a maple syrup cake too. I cre¬ 
ated a lemon drizzle cake layered 
with homemade lemon curd, and 
I also mixed the lemon sponge 
with an orange drizzle too. Then, 
there was chocolate cake, with 
its endless extra flavours. Adding 
three tablespoons of homemade 


mincemeat created a light, but 
chocolatey, fmit cake. Over many 
years, I have picked up hints and 
tips from various places, but here 
are some never-fail recipe tips I 
want to share with you. • When I 
make a Victoria sponge, I use the 
‘all-in-one method’. I weigh my 
eggs first so if four eggs out of 
their shells weigh 260g, then into 
the bowl I weigh the same amount 
of caster sugar, then margarine. 
Lastly, I sift in self-raising flour, 
with an added 15g of baking pow¬ 
der. The order is important as the 
sugar on top of the egg begins to 
dissolve the sugar. The margarine 
comes next with the flour on top, 
so the air doesn’t get knocked out. 
I use a stand mixer, but don’t start 
beating the mixture on full power 
straight away. Firstly, pulse on 
low until the mixture is combined 
- mostly so that you don’t get cov¬ 
ered in flour. Beat for one minute 
and leave for 2 minutes while you 
grease the baking pans. I grease 
my pans with a propriety cake 
release spray, but a little sunflower 
oil will do too. Continue to beat 
the mixture for 2 minutes only. I 


listen to my cakes to hear whether 
they are baked. The cake should 
not be silent, if it is, it is over 
baked. Instead it should crackle a 
little. If you take the cake out at 
this point the heat in the cake will 
continue to bake it for a further 2 
minutes which is why you should 
let a cake stand for 2-4 minutes, in 
order for the cake to come to rest. 

• My tips for the lightest scones 
ever? Pre heat a balang sheet so 
that it is hot before you place 
the scones onto it to bake. If 
you do, the scones will begin to 
rise straight away. Have the scone 
ingredients at room temperature, 
it will speed up the rise. Use 
bread making flour as it gives a 
good stmcture to hold the scones 
as they rise. Instead of milk, I 
use half double cream and half 
plain yoghurt, the lactic acid in 
the yoghurt activates the baking 
powder and gives it a boost for 
well risen scones. Sweet scones 
are given a beautiful colour 
and vanilla flavour by adding a 
tablespoon of custard powder. 
Lastly, adding the zest of a lemon 
really adds zing to a scone.”

This week: Sarah Connor (Linda Hamilton) 
eomes face to face with an old adversary (Arnold 
Schwarzenegger) in the action-packed thriller 
TERMINATOR: and Bruce Springsteen performs 
his latest album to an audience of friends and family 
in the intimate concert film WESTERN STARS. 

TERMINATOR: DARK FATE (15, 128 

mins) Action/Sci-Fi/Thriller/Romance. Natalia 
Reyes, Linda Hamilton, Arnold Schwarzenegger, 
Mackenzie Davis, Gabriel Luna, Diego 
Boneta, Edward Furlong. Director: Tim Miller. 

Set 27 years after the cataclysmic events of 
Terminator 2: Judgment Day, when Sarah 
Connor (Linda Hamilton) and son John (Edward 
Furlong) erased Skynet from our future time¬ 
line, the bombastic sixth chapter in the ageing 
franchise enjoys a welcome software upgrade 
in the shadow of the MeToo movement. 

Scriptwriters David S. Goyer, Justin Rhodes 
and Billy Ray hardwire a belated sequel to 
the second chapter with a trio of strong-willed 
and gutsy female characters, who are mis¬ 
tresses of their own rubble-strewn destiny. 

These flawed, self-sacrificing heroines are the 
heart and soul of director Tim Miller’s entertaining 
gallop down memory lane, which melds precious 
metals from previous instalments with a touching 
mother-daughter relationship against a backdrop of 
large-scale destruction and slam-bang digital effects. 

The long-awaited on-screen reunion of Hamilton 
and Arnold Schwarzenegger is withheld until the mus¬ 
cular second hour, delivering a surprisingly touching 
pay-off amidst the usual blitzkrieg of earth-shak¬ 
ing pyrotechnics and hand-to-metal combat. 

Nuance has never been in the series’ armoury 
and with James Cameron reinstated as producer. 


Terminator: Dark Fate gleefully wages war on 
land, underwater and in the clouds, including a diz¬ 
zying set piece orchestrated inside the cargo bay 
of the US Air Force’s largest transport aircraft. 

Mankind’s unlikely saviour is kind-hearted and 
unassuming Daniella Ramos (Natalia Reyes), who 
works on the assembly line of Arius Motors in Mexico 
City alongside her lazybones brother (Diego Boneta). 

She is, unknowingly, the touchpaper of a 
powerful resistance, which will rise out of 
the smouldering ashes of mankind’s down¬ 
fall and retaliate against the machines. 

Daniella is targeted for extermination 
by Legion, an artificial intelligence created 
in the future for the purposes of cyberwarfare. 

Legion dispatches a liquid metal Terminator, 
the Rev-9 (Gabriel Luna), to kill Dani. 

An augmented human soldier named Grace 
(Mackenzie Davis), who can unleash short bursts of 
bone-shatteringpower, materialises on the factory floor 
in the nick of time to protect Dani, setting in motion a 
thrilling demolition derby that proves the Terminator 
films are frequently at their best on four wheels. 

Grizzled, gun-toting Sarah Connor 
(Hamilton), who has dedicated her life to 
eliminating the mechanised monstrosities, 
enters the fray and pledges to protect Dani. 

‘ ‘Why do you c are what happ ens to her? ” asks Grace s. 

“Because I was her,” growls Sarah, “and it sucks.” 

Terminator: Dark Fate trades unabashedly 
on nostalgia, largely ignoring the disappointing 
third to fifth films to reboot the time-travelling 
battle royale between woman and machine. 

Action sequences are orchestrated with gung-ho 
abandon by Miller, who entrusts a handful of droll 
one-liners to his Austrian leading man in the sooth¬ 
ing lulls between each digitally augmented storm. 

“I’ll be back,” quips Hamilton’s raspy-voiced 
avenging angel, stealing her co-star’s catchphrase 


as an alternate unknown future rolls towards us. 

Buckle up.

FILM OF THE WEEK 

WESTERN STARS (PG, 82 mins) Musical/ 
Documentary. Bruce Springsteen, Patti Scialfa. 
Directors: Thom Zimny, Bruce Springsteen.

Time waits for no man except for Bruce Springsteen. 

The New Jersey-bom rocker, affectionately 
nicknamed The Boss, recently turned 70, but he’s 
refusing - politely - to slow down as he canters 
through a creatively rich period of his musical 
career, which stretches back to the mid-1960s. 

In 2016, he bared his soul and exorcised 
demons in the autobiography Bom To Run. 

The best-selling hardback sowed the 
seeds of a concert residency in New 
York entitled Springsteen On Broadway. 

The two-hour show without inter¬ 
mission was booked for an eight-week 
run at the 975-seat Walter Kerr Theatre. 

Critics swooned and ticket scalpers prof¬ 
ited handsomely as the limited engagement 
extended three times to 236 sold-out perfor¬ 
mances - a Herculean effort recognised with a 
special honour at the 2018 Tony Awards. 

In June this year, Springsteen released his 
19th studio album Western Stars, a tribute to 
the mgged landscape of Southern California and 
the music of Burt Bacharach and Jimmy Webb, 
written in the voice of a world-weary Western 
movie star reminiscing in his twilight years. 

The LP’s 13 tracks provide a contemplative, 
flowing narrative for this concert film co-di- 
rected by Springsteen and long-time friend Thom 


Zimny, which was shot in the heat of summer 
in a 19th-century bam on the musician’s 378- 
acre horse farm in Colts Neck, New Jersey. 

Sweat glistens on Springsteen’s arms as he plays 
the album in its entirety, accompanied by a 30-piece 
orchestra under the musical direction of Rob Mathes. 

Each song is introduced by a tone poem penned 
by Springsteen that burrows into the deeper 
meaning of lyrics and their emotional resonance. 

“The older you get, the heavier that bag¬ 
gage becomes that you haven’t sorted 
through,” he solemnly philosophises. 

Melodic meditations on the fragility of human 
relationships (“You don’t know how to hold onto 
love but you know how to hold onto hurt”) are 
enriched with impeccably photographed images 
of Springsteen in Joshua Tree National Park or 
old Super 8 footage including home movie from 
the 1950s and an extended clip of Springsteen 
and wife Patti Scialfa’s 1988 honeymoon. 

Acoustics in the bam are breath-taking as nine cam¬ 
eras capture unguarded moments between perform¬ 
ers, unspoken understanding registered with a nod or 
shared glance as a choms soars to the wooden rafters. 

The 10th track. Stones, unites Springsteen and wife 
Scialfa at the same microphone in close-up, beautifully 
validating The Boss’s assertion that, “we’re always 
trying to find somebody whose broken pieces fit with 
our broken pieces and something whole emerges.” 

What emerges from Springsteen and Zimny’s film 
is a politically conscious and unabashedly romantic 
showman, who continues to take each day as it comes. 

“You walk on through the dark because 
that’s where the next morning is,” he counsels. 

In Western Stars, we mosey 
alongside him in exultation.

Can you tell a NIP from a SAC, 
or an FPN from a PCN? 


SIX of the differ¬ 
ent types of tickets 
that motorists can 
be issued with on 
UK roads have 

been clarified here 
by driving experts 
from FeaseVan. 
co.uk, who have 

urged drivers to 
stay safe, save 

money and learn the 
difference between 
a FPN and PCNs. 

Many of Britain’s 
motorists may not 
know the difference 
between a Fixed Penalty 
Notice (FPN), Penalty 

Charge Notice or 
Parking Charge Notice. 

Speeding: How much 
over the speed limit 
you’re driving deter¬ 
mines how much you’ll 
be paying and poten¬ 
tially how many points 
you’ll receive on your 
licence. The majority 
of people will commit 
a ‘minor offence’ and 
will receive an FPN 
of £100 fine and three 
points on the licence. 

This can be waived 
if you opt for a speed 
awareness course (SAC) 
if it’s your first speeding 
offence or you haven’t 


attended a course in 
the last three years. 

Parking: Councils 

issue ‘Penalty Charge 
Notices’ mainly for park¬ 
ing offences such as park¬ 
ing on double yellows or 
in Resident Only spaces. 
The fine for this tends 
to be halved if you pay 
within the first 14 days. 

Private car parking 
firms have also started 
to follow suit with many 
now enforcing ‘Parking 
Charge Notices’. It may 
come as a shock to return 
back to your car to find a 
yellow label on the wind¬ 
screen. It is important 
that if you think you’ve 
been wrongly issued 
with one you take photo¬ 
graphic evidence of your 
time of return to the car 
park, and where you were 
parked etc. Document 
everything you think 
will help your cause. 

Bus lane: Timings 
can be a common cause 
for drivers receiving bus 
lane tickets. Many lanes 
are only in use as bus 
lanes during specified 
times and misreading a 
sign or having your car 
clock wrong can land 
you with a ticket. Fines 
are £65 if outside of 
Greater Fondon, but if 
in the capital they can 


go up to £160. Prices 
can sometimes be 
reduced if paid early. 

Traffic lights: 
Jumping a red light can 
be very costly both to 
the driver and other 
vehicles on road. You 
will receive a Notice of 
Intended Prosecution, 
which will ask the car 
owner who was driving, 
and they may be fined 
£100 and earn three 
points on the licence. 

Mobile phone: Mobile 
phones can be useful as 
sat-navs but make sure 
you set the destination 
before you hit the road. If 
anyone is caught holding 
or using a mobile phone, 
they will be handed six 
points and a £200 fine. 

If you’re a new driver 
and passed less than two 
years ago your driving 
licence will be removed. 

Driving on the hard 
shoulder: Reserved for 
emergency vehicles and 
vehicles which have 
broken down, driving 
on the hard shoulder 
can be a quick way to 
receive a ticket result¬ 
ing in a £100 fine and 
3 points on the licence. 
There are cases such as 
in roadworks where signs 
may direct you to use 
the hard shoulder legally.

THE Wenvoe Wheelers Club 
has come a long way since a 
small group of cyclists sitting 
around a table in Majorca 
decided to start up their 
own cycling group in their 
community. 

Starting with just five members in 
2017 the club is now supporting the 
cycling journeys of over 200 members 
and continues to grow.

With a focus on improving the 
number of women in the club the 
Wenvoe Wheelers have made it their 
mission to break down barriers for 
women wanting to get into the sport, 
running women-only rides and an 
annual women-only lOOK sportif.

This breaks the mould of the sport.

Wales win - thanks to an 
elbow from the dark ages 


WHO would want 
to be Sebastian 
Vahaamahina 
today? 

It was another nail-bit¬ 
ing Wales V France clash 
in the Rugby World Cup. 

Another game-chang¬ 
ing red card, but whereas 
eight years ago Sam 
Warburton retained 
the affection of the 
Welsh public, you have 
to wonder what the 
massive French lock 
will have to do to get 
people to forgive him. 

His elbow to Aaron 
Wainwright’s face was 
something that seemed 
to have disappeared 
from rugby thanks to 
TV cameras and citing. 

It came at a time when 
France were having much 
the better of the game. 
Even after his departure, 
France coped well with 
a Welsh attack that was 
short of pace and ideas. 

However, in the end it 
was the seven-man scrum 
that scuppered them.

France continued to 
attack and, eventually, 
right wing Penaud 
made a break and off¬ 
loaded to Vakatawa, 
who went over for a try 
converted by Ntamack. 

Wales did get a break 
when Ntamack hit the 
post with a penalty. It was 
19-10 and France could 
have been out of sight. 

The second half began 
with Camille Lopez 
replacing Ntamack, 
and France were on the 
attack agin, gaining a 
penalty about 30 metres 
from goal, but wide 
out. They declined the 
chance of three points 
and kicked for the cor¬ 
ner - and it proved to 
be a fateful decision.

Biggar made it 19-13 
from the resultant pen¬ 
alty. Two minutes later, 
on 54 minutes, Tomos 
Williams replaced Gareth 
Davies at scrum half. 

Four minutes later, 
Wainwright was in the 
wars again, having his 
ankle heavily strappe. 
Wales had already used 
their back row replace¬ 
ment, but he seemed to 
be moving freely. In fact, 
he received the ball out 
wide on the right and 
produced a proper wing¬ 
er’s side step to spark a 
dangerous Welsh attack. 

France were not 
playing like a team that 
were a man short. Lopez 
was kicking intelligently 
to keep them on the 
front foot. Wales, in 
contrast, were short of 
ideas, with only Liam 
Williams posing a threat. 

France wasted a 
great attacking scrum 
opportunity only 10 
metres from the Welsh 
line, choosing a bizarre, 
three-four set up with no 
one in the No8 position. 

They lost control 
and Wales were able to 
clear their lines. Then, 
a penalty took Wales 


to the French 22, and 
a promising attack fal¬ 
tered when the ball went 
forward just in front 
of the French posts. 

However, it was from 
this scrum that Wales 
won the game. France 
had possession but it was 
trapped in the back row. 
Tomos Williams wres¬ 
tled for the ball, stripped 
it, and it spun high in 
the air. There to catch 
it was Tipuric, just five 
metres from the line and, 
although he was tackled 
just short, Moriarty 
picked up and went over. 

There was an agonis¬ 
ing wait for Welsh fans 
as referee Peyper asked 
the TMO to check for 
a forward pass, but 
the try was given and 
Biggar converted to 
make it 20-19 for Wales. 

There was still time 
for France to threaten but 
a Maxime Medard kick 
ahead went too far and, 
with Dan Biggar willing 
it on, it rolled dead. 

Then it was back to 
the halfway line, where 
Wales managed the 
last few minutes by 
keeping possession. 

It has often been 
said that Wales are not 
really comfortable being 
favourites. They won’t 
start their remaining 
World Cup games in that 
role.

MATCHES between these
